Remymemo 7/20/66 recommending the Bureau adopt a*»; 
liberal policy toward requests for 'annual leave or leave without^ 
pay on the part of 'employees wishing to attend the American Legion 
Parade 8/29/66. The Director stated, "No leave without pay 4 is to 
be granted except under our regular rules for leave without pay, " 

I Our regular rules are- restrictive, and do not permit leave 
without pay for personal purposes even for an employee of less than 
90 days 1 service who is not allowed by law to take annual leave. The 
American Legion Parade was considered to be in the nature of a special 
situation and it was this element plus the Department's urging of a liberal 
leave policy, also understood to reflect the sentiments of the Civil Service

As delighted and honored as I am to be here, my presence in these 
circumstances is under somewhat false pretenses. I am here on behalf of the 
ANPA's more than 1,000 member daily newspapers, each of which is an individual 
entity, each of which prints the news in the manner it sees fit, each of which 
has its own editorial qp inions, and some of ^which might not ^ entirely^agree with

Under these conditions it may be impossible for anyone to represent, them. 
And certainly we who work on behalf of the daily newspaper business are merely 
agents for our members from President Howard Wood, who regretted that he could 
not be here today, and Vice President Bill Schmick, who is here, through the. 
ranks of ,each^one_of _,our^members. ' 



But recognizing the impracticality of gathering 1,000 publishers together

in one room and aware of the effect that casting 1,000 of these attractive plaques

We are particularly grateful that you do not merely honor/daily newspapers 
for their contributions to the preservation of a free press. Instead you have 
recognized, as you have inscribed on this plaque, that access of the people, 
through their press, to information that is rightfully the public's business is 
essential to the maintenance of all other freedoms as well.

I detect a tendency among some people today to view freedom of the press 
narrowly — as- a protection of the publisher's privilege rather than a protection 
of each citizen's rights. They see the press as a special interest group rather 

\ 

than as their own agent ♦ Thus some would restrict it rather than give it full 
access to public information, without which they themselves could not make 
informed decisions. 

There are, I think, a number of reasons for this view. For one, we have 
become accustomed to the idea of government involvement in virtually all aspects 
of our life. Those in business certainly are acquainted with the vast 
government activity, from harmless but time-consuming forms and questionnaires 
to stringent regulation of daily business activity. But even more important, as 
far as the general public is concerned, is the government's influence on so many 
— other^aspects~of^life^that"people^have^co2se to expect^it~and^assume^there^is"a 
heed^for it. And it's hot sinpfi sing when one considers that"l9 million 
youngsters receive school lunches every toy under Federal government programs; 
more than two and one-half million civilians work for the federal government; 
and. another eight million for state and local governments; more than lfO# of all 
farm products are subject to government price supports; six million families 
; re~ceiv£^t^ 
checks. 

For all of us, government involvement - with its inevitable standards and 
restrictions - has become virtually a way of life. 

One reason for the apparent lack of public understanding of the essentiality 
of a free press is the fact that a whole generation of Americans is growing up 
today amidst the blandness of what I call "other media.' 1 Because they use the 
public airwaves, these other media are practically required to be bland.

These young listeners and viewers are accustomed to blandness, with the "good 
guys" always clearly identified and always defeating the "bad guys." The 
youngsters, "by the time they begin to read newspapers, are unprepared for the 
realities, emotion and controversy of life which the newspapers reflect* 

Many, educators are aware of this danger and have advocated teaching children 
to read the newspaper as part of the school curriculum* In fact, AHPA and many 
of its member newspapers cooperate with the schools in a program, called the 
Newspaper in the Classroom progmm,* which is devoted to this goal. We need to 
develop critical readers who will disagree with newspapers and with politicians *

I say constant vigil because virtually every time we seek to extend one 

man's liberties we risk limiting another's. Everyone agrees, for example, that 

all children have an equal right to the same quality education. But often in 

attempting to achieve this goal, even^jnen of good will have wrestled with the 

question of where extension^cS'bne t waxi/s] liberty begins to infringe another's* 
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A third reason for the tendency to look upon the press as an 
XK&XKX&t&dcxs. institution needing restriction relates to our^nation x s 
multi-pronged drive to insure fairness and equal treatment "or more 
correctly, equal apportunity-f or all of our nation's citizens. One 
facet of this drive is fcs the effort to insure that all persons 
accused of crimes have a fair trial. Somehow many people have gotten 
the impression that this cannot be done without restricting the 
press in its reporting of the trial and the circumstances surrounding 
It. 



Certainly every ^air-minded person is in favor of doing 
everything possible to extend individual liberties. It is these 
liberties that have made this nation the great nation 1 that it is ; 
However, we must maintain 




Closer to the newspaper business, one might agree that the housewife 
shouldn't need a course in college calculus to determine whether the giant size 
box contains more detergent than the super economy size. This may be a legiti- 
mate area for government action but I have a higher regard for women shoppers 
than the professional "consumer protectors" apparently have* Thus when critics 
of advertising advocate that advertising per se be sharply limited because it is 
confusing or because it creates demand that some consumers cannot reasonably 
afford, or because it gives an unfair advantage to the company that is wise 
enough to do more advertising, they hit at the basic concepts of freedom and 
practices of marketing that have contributed to the country's high standard of 
living. The system may not be perfect but it has surely placed the U.SJl. 
ahead of all other countries. 

^indlarly, when in their zeal to insure that all citizens receive the fair 

r^ri_^gi^ante^ the Consti^ti^some^uastsr ~ " • 

attorneys and laymen seek to restrict the press in reporting news of crime aiid - 
the courts, they hit at another freedom guaranteed by the constitution - freedom 
of the press, which has permitted the public to enforce the individual's right 
to a fair trial. There is no fundamental conflict between these two freedoms 
~-S^^y_attemE>t to make it seem so is a disservice to the public. 
History makes it clear that the independent power^iTth^ 
upon the moral support of an informed public. *It is the public's free access to 
- knowledge of what happens inside the police station and the courtroom that spells 
a basic difference between Star Chamber justice and the American judicial system. 
Those who seek to restrict the press can draw on such emotionally-charged slogans 
as "trial by newspaper" and "prejudicial reporting" (which is actually a distor- 
tion of the term pre- judicial reporting) . They can also cite chapter and verse 
of a few sensational cases. Yet, these lawyers offer no real evidence to prove 
that so-called "pre-trial publicity" and in-trial reporting in criminal matters 
has actually prejudiced jurors and had a bearing on the outcome of such cases.- 
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As Judge W. Orvyl Schalick of New Jersey has said, "Saturation of homes 
with news is part of an era in vhich we live. Along with that saturation comes 
enlightenment for people, enabling them to make a judgment of events. ♦♦The mere 
fact that people are informed cannot be construed to mean that they cannot make 
a fair and impartial determination of the guilt or innocence of anyone accused 
of a crime.' 1 

On the other hand, courtroom files are replete with cases in which the press 1 
access to information concerning criminal matters and judicial proceedings has 
helped to uncover evidence that has furthered - not impeded - the course of 
justice* Moreover, statements of law enforcement officers^ from J. Edgar Hoover 
and Deke DeLoach to the county sheriff or the policeman on the heat, attest to 
the effect of press reports on allaying public fears, squelching rumors with 
f acts, apprehending^ thej'ten most wanted 11 criminals, and increasing public 
undefstandin^oF^he^^ justice • The only thing 

endangered by pre-trial news, the AltfPA said in a recent report on this subject, 
is ignorance . 

Clear as this fact might be, it is not from unfounded fear that I speak 
about this subject. An Advisory Committee of the American Bar Association 
recently prepared^a^report r^comending certain "Standards on Fair Trial and 
Free Press." It proposed drastic restrictions on the release of infoiiiatXon^ — 
about persons accused of crimes. The recommendations would prohibit attorneys 
for either the prosecution or the defense from making statements outside of 
court about matters involved in, or likely to be involved in, a criminal trial. 
The report also advocated that similar curbs be placed on police officers and 
judicial employees. It further proposed that judges be authorized to hold newsmen 
of all media in contempt of court for reporting allegedly prejudicial statements 
during a trial, and that the media be liable for court costs for any retrials 
that are held necessary as a result of publishing such statements. 
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It is true that not all members of the bar and the judiciary - perhaps not 
even a significant segment - agree with all the points made in that report. This 
may he one of the reasons why the Bar Association has postponed consideration of 
the report, which was originally scheduled for next August. Moreover, the New 
York City Bar Association has concluded, in a recent report on the same subject, 
that the courts are without power to control the actions of the press and police 
before trial and that such interference would be violative of freedom of the press 
under the First Amendment* 

This kind of erosion of freedom is what we fear and what every American should 

fear* 

The erosion of freedom takes many forms. It can be directly in the area of

judicial reporting, as with the judge in the Speck trial who tried to keep the 
names-of-jurors^ secret, ^prohibited^ release of the transcript of what happened in 
open- coiurt~ana~e^ "court room7 

This goes far beyond the U.S; Supreme Court decision in the Sheppard case "and we 
do not .think any judge has a right to impose such unwarranted controls on 1;he 
press. 

The erosion of freedom can be as sh attering as a sledg e hammer blow, as 
"e^eriencea-Jus^ a country considered to have a 

free press - when La Prensa of Managua was closed for eleven days aodTits^~ ~" "~ 
publisher beaten and jailed. 

Or the erosion can be more subtle, as with the 1966 winner of the AHPA World

Press Achievement Award - also from a countiy that has freedom of the press. While 
the publisher was receiving our Award in New York City, the editor and a star 
reporter were at home, their passports lifted by their government, and a news 
source for a series on jail conditions was himself in jail for having given 
information to the newspapers. 
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Or the erosion can "be made legal, as oust last month in Brazil. While the 



president-elect was in this country proclaiming that his nation's constitution 
guarantees freedom of -the press, the incumbent president was ramming a bill 
through the legislature which gives the government virtual control over all news 
media. 

Maybe it can't happen here, but a branch of the Maryland legislature 
considered a bill in 196k to outlaw exaggerated and false statements in news 
reports, and four other bills were introduced which would censor reporting by 
newspapers, radio and television stations. The basis for such proposed legisla- 
tion? Explained one state senator: "The constitutional right of freedom of the 
press can be overdone." 

Or the erosion can take bizzarre forms, as when the mayor of Birmingham, 
Ala., s~aid~a~few years ago^that -he-would instruct^all_ city employees not to 



discuss public news with ^porters from^^^ = 

proposed instead to have his own daily five-minute radio report so that, and I 
quote, "the citizens would get the straight facts." That's the way Hitler did 
it in Nazi Germany and the way Castro does it in Cuba today. 

Nor are attempts at secrecy limited to the state and municipal levels. We 



have seen ah Asslstafit^S^ right to 

'^manage news" as an instrument of policy. 

^Or the ero sion of freedom can be indirect and perhaps incidental to other 
objectives For the last two years the ANPA has been fighting the establishment 
by the Department of .Agriculture of its own "New Market News Service" in competi 
tion with private news wire services. Fortunately, this is now being tested in 
the courts which I hope will recognize the v fact that the Government should stay 
out of the news wire business. 
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Another interesting example is a perennial bill in Congress to authorize 
loans to newspaper publishers by the Small Business Administration. Much as we 
appreciate the sentiment, we oppose the bill. We agree with the long-standing 
S.B.A. policy not to make loans to newspapers because of the clear implication , 
of government control or influence over news and editorial policy. 

Still more recently, in August, a member of the Federal Communications 
Commission treated us to his view of the Constitution* Referring to the "equal 
time" concept in political discussion, which their use of the public airwaves 
imposes on the electronic media - and which newspapers observe voluntarily out 
of a sense of fairness and through the exercise of editorial judgment - the 
commissioner said that if Congress decided that it wished newspapers to be 
subject to the same obligation, it could impose that requirement without 

impairing the" newspaper "publishers J -right -to^freedom. I ^smissjbhis as sheer 

fantasy and a clear violation of the CorratiAul^^ 

receives a„ substantial salary from the federal government as an "expert" in the 
communications field. 

Dangers to freedom of the press come from other sources as well. Last 
November, in an incident reminiscent of the book-burning of Nazi Germany, the 
s^erintenden^^^ct^^^ a _ 

memorandum: "Our, schools, are being sent copies of the High Point Daily News. 
To xry knowledge no one has ordered these and we have never received any billing." 
I might add here that many newspapers regularly provide free copies to the schools 
as a public service, frequently at the- request of teachers and librarians. "I 
think it is unwise," the memorandum continued, "to display this sort of reading 
material to the children in any of our schools. Please take the proper steps to 
intercept and destroy all copies of this newspaper which are sent to your school." 
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Attempts to destroy newspapers or books are not confined to the adherents 
of any particular political philosophy or party. In this case it was allegedly 
racial bias from which the superintendent said he was attempting to shield his 
teachers and students. In other cases, we are told, it is those who themselves 
harbor such biases who have attempted to silence the views of the other side. 
Actually, they are both the same. They have in common a lack of respect for

the process of decision-making in a free society. Under the guise of freedom's 
advocates, they serve as freedom's enemies. 

When the Founding Fathers wrote into the Bill of Rights guarantees of 
freedom of speech, press and religion, it was not in any casual or haphazard man- 
ner that they acted. Nor were they acting in a vacuum - making rules in a sea 
of tranquility and hoping they would stand up under pressure 200 years later. 
JL 9 n the contrary, issues of free speech, religion and-assembly were as pertinent 



and as hot then as they are today. Our AJSPATresearch cle^^y-shows-fchat-the- 



framers of the Constitution meant what they said. They did not mean there should 
be 100$ freedom only 75$ of the time or 75$ freedom 100$ of the time. 

If the Congress is clearly prohibited from abridging these freedoms in any 
way, so too, obviously, are judges, minor officials and demagogues of all politi- 
cal persuasions or pe"rsonaITprefere&ces"wh6 atteropt-to^iaiodifir^the jC^titut^pji 
for ends more in keeping with their own views or personal wishes. The 
responsibility to see that these freedoms are not abridged is not a responsibility * 



assumed only by the press as an agent of the people. Rather it is an obligation | 
incumbent upon all Americans. 

Only a constant vigil by each one* of us will insure that this obligation 
is fulfilled.

A Proposal for a United Stares Appellate Court 
( By Constitutional Amendment) 



The general dissatisfaction with the U.S. Supreme Court's decisions in the 
la si 15 years has prompted many proposals in the Congress and elsewhere, looking 
toward a remedy* Because the Supreme Court's decisions complained of have been 
in cases which we're appealed from the lower courts it has been suggested that the 
remedy can be had by Congress taking from the Supreme Court it's power to hear 
such appeals, either in all cases or in casing involving specific issues. The Congress 
has taken such action in the past and can do so again. However, by abolishing the 
Supreme.Court's appellate jurisdiction without, vesting it elsewhere a conflict would 
soon develope in 7 the decisions of the lower courts even where based on similar facts 
so that this remedy while settling one problem would create another. 

There have also been several proposals submitted to the Congress forlhnenxl- 
ments to the Constitution each to care for some specific complaint against the* 
» Supreme Court, some would reverse the prayer decisions, others would restore to 
\he States the power to re -apportion in the State and still others would free our 
l\cal law enforcement agencies from the obstruct! ons confronting them in many 
of the Supreme Courts decisions. To, correct the problem by this approach would 
mean a flood of constitutional amendments now and with the prospect of others 
to be required later as the Supreme Court's might require. 

In stead of this piece -meal correction a constitutional-amendment has been 
proposed zo set up a tJnited Sutea Appellate Court to hear all appeals which are 
now being heard by the Supreme Court. A draft of the proposed amendxrient is here- 
to attached. It is thought that the basic provisions in the proposal with refexence 1

that Congress must do something about this or surrender to the Court its 
powers and duties to protect the country. A bipartisan effort of the best

It is the goal of most people living in the United States to. become good 
citizens. We wish to point with pride to our participation n in crvi<c organiza- 
tions and 'the democratic process. Yet even^wW our vast network "of free 
communication such as radio, TV, and newspapers, most Americans are grossly 
uninformed about our country's worst enemy, the Communist, and especially 
about his threat right here in the United States. That is why J. Edgar Hoover, 
head of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, has written Masters of Deceit.
